It is to be hoped the mission will consent 
to a sufficient upward revision, of the bacon 
price in particular, to put the producer in as 
good position as he was before feed grain 
prices were freed of control and subsidies 
stopped. Else there threatens to be a heavy 
slump in hog-production, the effect of which 
would be serious both in Canada and 
Britain. 

The Canadian farmer cannot afford to 
produce bacon hogs at a loss to himself. Nor 
is the Canadian taxpayer in a mood to 
resume paying feed grain subsidies and thus 
absorb the loss of below-cost hog production. 
Unless Britain will pay something more for 
its bacon, the outlook for continuing the 
trade in the present volume will not be good. 


A New Deal Needed | 


Wages Lose as Usual 

Figures given out by the Labor depart- 
ment at Washington show that spiraling 
prices more than kept pace with the increase 
in wages gained by the average factory- 
worker in the United States between 1942 
and the first of last September. The average 
worker actually lost $1.38 in buying power 
per week over that period. His take-home 
pay in August last was $47.61 per week. 
This was $11.33 more than he got in 1942. 
But his higher pay would not buy as much as 
his former pay ,by $1.38. 

Wages never do keep up with prices when | 
they are racing upward in a time of inflation. 
One group of wage-earners may get ahead 
for a time, but the wage-level never does. 
And it commonly happens that the group 
which secures even the biggest wage “hike” 
finds that in a matter of months the advan- 
tage has been wiped out by the rising cost of 
living. 

The position of people on a fixed income, 
or an income only moderately increased, is 
plain. Their standard of living has become 
poorer as mounting prices left their rates 
of earnings farther and farther behind. If | 
the average factory-worker was worse off 
by $1.38 per week at the end of the stated 
period, despite his wage-increase of $11.33, | 
the fixed-income man was worse off by far | 
than the $12.71 per week suffered by the 
factory-worker. 

The trend in Canada has been similar, 
though the figures may not apply here. 
Wage-earners in the Dominion have gained | 
nothing on the average, if they have not 
actually lost ground, despite the upward 
movement of dollar pay. 

A worse feature is that there is no hope | 
that the wage-average ever can catch up. 
with run-away prices. The one way to 
eliminate the beneful — and widening — 
spread between them is to stop the price | 
run-awey—by increasing production.

The sequel came this week. The Groza 
government had Maniu hailed before a 
military tribunal, charging him with having 
treasonably conspired with British and 
American officials or agents to bring about 
the overthrow of the ministry. Maniu 
denied that there had been anything treason- 
able in his conduct. 

His plea counted for no more than like 
pleas have counted before like tribunals in 
other satellite states. Maniu and eighteen 
of his Peasant party members were rail- 
roaded to jail for varying terms — barring 
four of them who followed the course of 
Mikolajezyk and disappeared when the 
hounds were put on their trail. The aged 
Maniu, liberator of the Communists, was 
sentenced to solitary confinement for life, a 
fate which most people would think worse 
than death.

The warning for free peoples in Europe 
and elsewhere is obvious.

If Communists in other countries find 
themselves hedged in by restrictions and pro- 
hibitions not imposed upon other political 
parties, they can thank Moscow for bring- | 
ing these restraints upon them. What hap- 
pened to Maniu is a striking example, 
though by no means the only example, of 
what fate is meted out to democratic leaders 
when the totalitarian power moves in. Thus 
forewarned, democratic nations are very 
likely to do some consolidating on their own 
account,

British Declaration 
Clarifies Position

NEW YORK, Nov, 14. —(CP)— A firm, consistent 
declaration on Palestine was made by Britain in the United 
Nations yesterday which upset many calculations in the new

THE IMPORTANT statement, 
delivered in the Palestine sub- 
committee by Sir Alexander Cado- 
gan, discouraged some delegates, 
pleased others like the Arabs and 
left a good deal of confusion as 
to the next steps in trying to ham- 
mer out a Palestine settlement. 

Making the declaration, anxious- 
ly awaited for two days, Cadogan 
said British authorities in Pales- 
tine had been directed to plan 
for complete evacuation of British 
troops by next Aug, 1, 

“So long as British troops re- 
main in any part of Palestine, they 
must of course maintain law and 
order in the areas of which they 
are still in occupation. 

“I am instructed, however, to 
make it clear that British troops 
would not be available as the 
instrument for the enforcement of 
settlement in Palestine against 
either Arabs or Jews.”

Palestine discussions said the Brit 
ish declaration could not be inter- 
preted as a categorical rejection 
of the new plan. 

This calls for the British man- 
date to end next May 1, with with 
drawal of British forces, and estab- 
lishment of the Jewish and Arab 
States by July 1. 

CADOGAN SAID that the fact 
that it was “impracticable” to with- 
draw all British forces from the 
Holy Land before next summer 
“does not by any means imply that 
we shall continue to maintain a 
civil administration in Palestine 
throughout the intervening period.” 

“On the contrary, we reserve the

Says Trouble 
For Premier King 


SASKATOON, Nov. 14—(CP)— 
J. M. MacDonald, member of Par- 
liament for Muskoka-Ontario and 
national chairman of the Progres- 
sive Conservative party, predicted 
yesterday that when Prime Minis- 
ter King, “one of the world’s best 
vote-getters,” returned from 
Europe he would be “heading into 
trouble.” 

Mr, MacWonald said in an 
address to the provincial conven- 
tion of the Saskatchewan Progres- 
sive Conservative Association that 
Mr. King had depended almost 
exclusively on “having the inside 
track in Quebec” and had capital- 
ized in Quebec since 1913.

It was the first time since 1688 
that a Roman Catholic had joined 
with “privileged bodies” in a direct 
approach to the King, and followed 
recent moves for amendment of the 
Ecclesiastical Titles Act of 1871 
which rules that Cardinal Griffin's 
territorial title of “Archbishop of 
Westminster” is illegal. Cardinal 
Griffin was accompanied by repre- 
sentatives of the Roman Catholic 
Church of England and Wales. 

The Roman Catholic address was 
signed “Cardinal Bernard Griffin” 
and the title “Archbishop of West- 
minster” was omitted.

While Canada probably will not 
hear the full story until Parliament 
meets Dec. 5, officials are under- 
stood to hold the opinion that 
restrictions of domestic consump- 
tion will be necessary if Canada 
jis to gain through the Marshall 
Plan. 

Surveys have been made of 
Canada's production possibilities 
| should the United States Congress 
accept the $7,500,000,000 proposal 
of State Secretary Marshall for 
European recovery and go along 
with him in making this money 
available for purchases not only 
in the United States but also in 
Canada and South American coun- 
tries. 

Washington has asked Ottawa 
what Canada can supply if Con- 
gress agrees to purchase in Canada. 
So far Ottawa has been unable 
to give a direct answer but has 
asked Washington what supplies 
would be needed. Washington 
doesn't know. 

If the United States went so far 
as to take over Canada’s wheat 
and bacon agreements with the 
United Kingdom, allowing Canada

Cost of Marshall Plan Aid 
Must Be Paid By Taxation

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—(AP) 
—President Truman said at a press 
conference late yesterday that the 
$16,000,000,000 to $20,000,000,000 cost 
of aid to Europe under the Mar- 
shall Plan must be paid for out of 
taxes.

Big Problem 
Says Doctor 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14. ~(AP) 
~Millions of Americans live in 
“a hell on earth” of emotional 
troubles, but facilities for treat- 
ing them are woefully lacking, 
a New York psychiatrist declar- 
ed yesterday. 

In an address prepared for 
the annual meeting of the Nat- 
ional Committee for Mental 
Hygiene, Dr. Sol Wiener Gins- 
burg said authorities had esti- 
mated that a minimum of 21,000 
psychiatrists is needed in the 
United States with 4,000 now 
available—and that in New 
York City alone 75 per cent of 
persons needing and wanting 
psychiatric help cannot receive 
it for lack of facilities. 

These cold figures were 
dramatized by the “fragments 
of tortured lives” depicted in 


letters received by the com- 
mittee. 

Nearly 2,000 letters poured in, 
he said, after a syndicated 
columnist (Mary Haworth) had 
advised one man to write to the 
committee for possible help, 
The man had had two nervous 
breakdowns, was depressed, 
and feared he was mentally ill. 


Legion Council 
Wants Action 


OTTAWA, Nov. 14—(CP)—The 
Dominion Council of the Canadian 
Legion in a brief presented to the 
government Wednesday said that 
rising Canadian cost-of-living and | 
the “still unsolved” housing situa- 
tion constituted matters of national 
emergency which “must have im-| 
mediate attention” by the govern- | 
ment. 

The brief, presented to Acting 
Prime Minister St. Laurent, sug- 
gested a 25-per-cent cost-of-living 
bonus on the basic rates of pen-| 
sions and war veterans’ allowances 
in the face of rising living costs 
and housing mortgage loans 
amounting to 90 per cent of ac- 
tual cost amortized over 30 years 
at 3% per cent interest. 

The brief said “every provincial 
command has held a convention in 
the last six months and at each 
one the question of cost-of-living 
and suitable housing has been the 
subject of the most direct and im- 
perative resolutions.” 

In reply to Maj-Gen, Price, Do- 
minion president of the Canadian 
Legion, Mr. St. Laurent said the 
problems were “of grave concern| 
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to us and the Canadian people”;

Fantastic Secret Weapons 


jagent of an independent European 
spy organization. 

The first weapon is an electro- 
magnetic rocket which, ft is claimed, 
is responsible for the “flying sauc- 
lers” seen over the North American 
continent last summer and for at 
least one and perhaps two hitherto 
unexplained accidents to transport 
aifcraft. 
| The second weapon is an artillery 
| warhead employing the principal of 
|nuclear energy and described as 
| having a startling disintegrating 
| power. 
| Blueprints of the weapons have 
been offered for sale to at least 
three of the great powers. The de- 
| gree of credence placed in them by 

the military intelligence sections of 


these powers is indicated by the 
fact that two of them—of whom 
this _ correspondent has certain 


knowledge-—have made strenuous 
and, indeed, dramatic efforts to 
acquire the blueprints. 

The disclosure that these plans 
were available has touched off the 
most intense activity among secret 
agents in European capitals since 
the end of the war. Huge sums of 
money. and even threats of death 
have been involved in negotiations. 
| The last definite word obtained by 
| this correspondent—who has been 
| tracking down the story for three 
| weeks—is that blueprints have been 
placed for safe-keeping in a bank 
vault in an obscure southern Euro- 


pean town until negotiations are 
completed. 
The nation which coupled a 


threat of death to its bid is Soviet 
Russia. 

I came upon the story three weeks 
ago by accidental interception of a 
document cataloguing the weapons. 
This was being circularized through 
Europe's intricate network of secret 
agents, Since then, careful checking 
among agents and military intelli- 
gence organizations in several coun- 
tries has disclosed: 

That the principal powers full 
believe Franco has been developing 
new weapons. 

That the weapons (particularly 
the electro-magnetic rocket) do 
actually exist and are being manue 
factured in Spain. 

According to the information 
available, the weapons were devele 
oped in secret laboratories located 
near Marbella on the south coast 
of Spain just east of Gibraltar They 
were tested in Franco's presence 
early last summer. The rocket, 
known as KM2—after its inventors, 
Professors Knoh and Mueller—was 
tested off Malaga whilé Franco 
watched from the deck of his yacht. 
The nuclear - energy projectile — 
which military intelligence experts 
regard with reserve—was tested off 
the Balearic islands from guns 
mounted on a Spanish minesweeper. 

(It is noted that Franco disap- 
peared several times from Madrid 
during the spring and early summer 
4nd it Was announced on his return 
that he had been on a fishing cruise 
in his yacht.) 

The rocket is described as having
